Approves Wallace By Inference 


By Inference, the President now 
ha* approved Mr Wallace’s view* 
but merely doesnt want them ex­ 
pressed at thto time 
If Mr. Tru­ 
man disapproved of the mistake of 
his cabinet secretary in publicly at­ 
tacking the pol ic ie* of his adminis­ 
tration, he new gives the Impression 
that he la willing to allow further 
criticism of Secretary Byrnes from 
within his own official family. 
What to more significant to that 
the Wallace tatter of July 83rd last 
warned Mr Truman in great detail 
of the secretary of commerce** criti­ 
cal view of wha* Secretary Byroae 
was doing.

gress passed the School Lunch Bill. 
Perhaps it was the war and our 
re*ii«ati<m of how poor many o i 
o u r 
children 
were nutritionally 
which really made us conscious of 
how important school lunches are. 
Whatever the cause, the situation 
is fxm to rejt^ce over. 
Three types of school lunches will 
be avaUable. the type available to 
any child depending upon the cook­ 
ing facilities of the school he at­ 
tends. 
Type “ A,” the complete 
meal, coats 9 cents. 
Type "B " sup­ 
plements the packed lunch brought 
from home and costs « cents. Type 
“C " costs 2 cents for a half pint of 
milk and Is served In schools where 
there are no facilities for preparing 
meals. 
We are concerned here, of course, 
with those children who must carry 
all or part of their Junch to school. 
Such lunches taken from home m ust; 
be rich in food value and nutrition- ' 
aily well-balanced. 
The box should 
contain a thlnl of the day’s food 
needs. 
Ptrst of all, if you’re going to 
pack lunches, get a good lunch box
